The English Version of the Disaster

The Testimony of Captain Eyre

A Very Contradictory Statement,

By the malla of the latest stenmer from Japan,
as despatched over the Pacifie Raliroad, Yoko-
hamo papers are recelved describing the colli-
gion ol the United 8tates steamer Onelda and
the British steamer Bombay, aud the testimony
of the captaln of the British steamer. We print
the evidence fof Captain Eyre, commanding the
Bombay, as given in presence of the United
States Minister Delong, at the British Consn-
late:—

Arthnr Welledley Eyre sworn—I hold & mas-
tor's certificate; 1 command the steamor Bom-
bay; I was in command on the 24th of Janunry;
st about 616 P. M. on the day the lHighthounse at
Kanoeaki bearing 8. 11 E., the spit W. by N, as
near a8 could be judged; I saw a light o half
polot on my port bow; it was a bright light; this
was at 8156 P. M : shortly afterwards [ made out
swo lighte—side lights green and red; 1 ordered
the helm to be ported, and Kept on portlng until
I shut the green Hght ing the pllot aud chief offi-
cer were standing by my slde on the bridge; [
turned the stenm whistle on myself; lo shutting
off the green light my pilot sald: —*“We are well
clear, sir;” my erders were:—'Port still, the
rule of tho road, and we will give her a wjde
berth;:” the stenm whistle was then turned off;
almoet immediately after this I saw the ship cross-
ing my bows under full sail and steam ns
far as | could see: I telegraphed aod stopped the
engines; as ghe got nearly ahead of me and close
to, 1 put the helm hard a starboard to clear her;
immediately after this the collislon took place,
onr starboard bow striking her atarboard quar-
ter; the shock was not at all great, nothing
more than a graze; | then turned round aod
looked astern, aud seut the chief officer down to
soe what damage was done and If the ship was
making water, and sald to the pilot, *'I do not
think there Is much harm done; I there Is we
ghall sce signals, rockets, or lights, that she
wishes us to go down to her” 1 stopped the en-
gines as nearly as [ can tell about ten minutes;
the ehlef officer came up o me and reported the
ship making water forward; 1 then sald, "I ean
see no signals of dlstress, and nothing can be
wanted,' and then steamed abiead for Yokohama,
a8 the ship was moakiong water, and 1 had mails
and passengers on board; but while standing
apd looking astern | asked the pllot if, sup-
posing the ship was hurt, or that I should re-
quire it, where 1 could go for safety; the unnswer
was, there 18 not the slightest fear; the spit is
g0 near ot hound a'ship caunot go down; I then
came up to Yokobama: even alter we gol here
I thought very little of the collision; I had not
the shirrhtest idea of the consequences, except
that I might merely have cut his quarter gallery
off: nothing else: I did not know what ship she
was: 1 remarked, us she passed, that she was
an anxiliary serew; I am a stranger to this port,
never having been here before,

Examined by Mr. Barnard.—I could not see,
to distinguish from another object, & man a
ship's widih off; could see an object, but could
not distingulsh it; she was about one mile off
when I saw the side lights; I can bard.y say the
time: the other vessel evidently etarboarded her
helm, erossing our bows: she, by so doing,
brought tha wind more on ber gnarter; when |
first saw the lights I ported the belmn and Kopt
it go untll I shut her light In, aad she, seeing
my lghts, starbouarded ber helin and crossed my
bows,

To the Court—At the time the eollision took
place all the people were at their stations as
asual and customary: the second officer was on
the fore part of the poop, and the fourth oficer
by the wheel, 1o see my signals attended to; my
reagon for sending an officer to the wheel was
that the quartermaster, during the previous
half hour, bad not answered wmy signals quick
encuigh: nn able secaman and a sea-cunnie were
at the wheel; there was no one lo the chains,
but & quartermaster was ready if wanted; ten
minutes elapsed from time of stopping engines
to going abead again; have never been in
Jupan before, and have not seen the entrance by
daylight; my reason for taking a pllot was this;
I had no ldea of the nationality of the other
vessel: I remarked that she was an suxilinry
screw; | have been at sen thirty-seven years,
and bave been twenty In command; I have
been both in salling vessels and steamors, (The
witness was aboat Lo answer a question, when
the Court objected to any expression of opinlon
only.) 1 did not see any damage, and merely
imagined the quarter gallery wis knocked off;
the pilot sald the sameé thing; I supposed that
no Larm had been done; I had no idea of having
struck the other ship dangerously: I did not see
any signal rockets or lights; 1 looked for them
and saw no signals; I beard no guue; I did not
gee the other ves=eel clew up her salls; I heard
nothing st all of the other \‘u.ﬂsgl: a8 she pussed
s the pilot called oul, **What do you mean "
the puots name Is Conuor; I believe he isan
Amerlean, but 1 am not sure.

To Mr. De Long—1 cannot tell how far the
two sbips drifted apart lmmodistely alier the
callision: my ship came upon the other on the
quarter, andas the other vessel was under full
oall and steam she was quickly out of sight; I
turned nand looked after her with my glass, and
could se: nothing wrong; If there had been any-
ihieg serious I should have seen lt; [ heard no
sunl and saw none; that §s truthfully sald; 1
saw the Unclda's white lght first, and almost
immediately afterwards tho two alde lights: 1

of me, halt poiut on my port bow. I have stated
sinee thls eatastrophe tuat I bad strock a shipand
taken ber larboard gullery off; 1 made no remark
to the witeot shat I usd seen o 1lght through the
vessel's side, or seen & man carried away from
the cabin; had I seen anything of the sort I
shouid have stopped st ence; 1 heard no shout
nor huil; my pllot did not tell me that he heard
anything; I beard no whisde; I a whistle was
blown on board the Ovelda from the Ume of
the accldent or three guns fired and my not
hearing, 1 attribute to the strong breeze that
was blowing and the vessel having shot from
me so rapldly. T looked for a blue-light or
rocket; the former wonld show me whe position
of the vegsel, and the latter that somothing was
wrong; [ stopped the engines before the colll-
sion; ns soot as ever I saw the colllslon was In-
evitable, I stopped the engives; I was standing
Ly the engine-room telegriph myself sud blew
the whuﬁv with my own hands; did the
tter beenuse the youngswors somotimos
forget to do so; 1 remained ultogether from the

because she is old, and althongh o slight shock,

such a thing has often proved adangerons affalr;
my vessel is in water-tight compartments; she
sustained ne Injury except forward; I have found
this out since, us at the time 1l coold not tell
what Injury she had recoived; nothing was re-
ported to me nbout the othgr compartments, It
took some time to remove the stores and goods
to enable us to get at the place of aceident; had
the forward compartment filled with water,
I could not estimate the danger that threat-
ened us, ns the bulk-head might have been in-
jured; if the bulk-head remained sound there was
no danger; I had no evidence that it was dam-
aged; the collision was so slight that It did not
ngmck o lady; my reasons for ranning for Yoko-
hama were, my forward compartment being full
of water, my ehip old, and ber plates thin; and

It wag n most extraordinary collision; 1
could not ascertain what damage I had received
nor whore, until yesterday: my chief stoward
went ashore with the passengers and reported
the collislon.

first thing in the morning and report personally
to the agent; I wonld not venture in smong the
ehipping at night after having had one collision;

regular law laid down that I am aware of: I did
not send up o rocket, us it was not necessary; 1
was not in want of help: it is my opinion that
any ghip serionsly injured and in want of bhelp
would signal for it: mv instructions are o stop
for nothing but to save life, and I did not thin
life was at risk in thls case: the pilot told me
the spit was close at hand, and there was no
danger.

THE GOLD FUNERAL.,

Terrific Onslanght ot the Benrs -Fenrlul Suf~
ferings of the “*Bulls*” —-Specle Payment Must
Uome.

The excitement in the gold market the past
few days atiracted large numbers yesterday
morning to the vicinlty of the Exchange, for
the purpose of witnessing the ‘“‘gold funeral.”
The galleries of the Gold Room were densely
thronged at an early hour, and New street was
soon crowded by a surging mass, who watched
the rapid luctuations of the price with the most
intense interest, The old favorite pastime of
betting on the changes of the dial displayed
from one of the windows on New strect wias
sgain revived, and thousands of dollars chianged
hands,

Inside the Gold Room, operators were ex-
cited and doubtiul as to the result of the day's
programme; but all were quick to discera that
a severe striggle hetween the bulls and bhears
wag Impendimg. The great question of the
mworning wns whether the SBecretary of the Trea-
sury wonld sell one million of Government gold
as advertlsed; and according as private tele-
grams were recelved from Washingion in favor
or against the sale, so the premlum (lc.-llnnrrll, or
advanced, belog knocked about like u foot-Dall;
suddenly falling ' to 1 per cent., and us quickly
recovering from the decline,

Soon after 12 o'clock the price ralled to 1114,
under the influence of heavy purchases oy
strong parties, alded by n covering of the short
interest, and the market appeared to have
turned for p strong npward movement, when at
12:40 P. M, annonncement was made that the
Secretary of the Treasury had sccepted the bids
for gold. Thls was the slgnal for the most des-
perate onslanght of the bears which has heen
witnessed gince the famous September panie.
The scene which ensued in the Gold Room
bailled description,

There was an immediate rmsh to the Lron rall-
ing which encircles the fountain, operalors
climbing over each other in their efforts to sell
out, and for s time the excltement was quite
equal to the best efforts of “black Friday." The
floor of the Gold Room was quickly thronged
by members of the Stoek Exchange and others.
While the halls leading to the Gold Exchange
were so densely packed that access to the room
was guile Impoasible, just in front of the Presi-
dent’s desk kundreds of thousands were baing
sold at 110:¢; while at the same moment, on the
other side of the fountain, the transactions were
equally rapid at 110}y snd 11074,

In the space of six minutes, from 12:40 to
1246, the price fell from 1104{ to 110, and
rallied to 111, Offers were made to sell in
quarter of a million lots at 1103{, 1104, 1101,
and 110% at the samme mowent. At 1 o'clock
the market became more steady, but the groat
struggle of the day was over and the price, under
the influepces of u strong bull movement, was
carried up to 11155, About hall past 8 o'clock,
unother sharp rafl was made by the bears, and
the price quickly dropped to 11054 at which
figure it remained steady till the close, afior
touching 11015,

Quite a large outslde short Interest must have
been created during the past few days, and the
contest will doubtless be soon again renewed.
The bull cllque, which sustained the market
eurly in the sfternoon, evidently became alarmaed
by the news from Washington that the Funding
bill would pass the Scoate last nighy, at the
evening, nml late in the day began tumbling
overboard their purchases. Blnce gold com-
menced its decline from 122, there have been
wany combiostions formed to manipulate an
upward movement.

THE MISSIN® STEAMERS,
i
Little Hope for the Clty of Boston and Smide,

The prolonged absence of the steamers City ot
Boston, bound from New York to Liverpool,
and of the Swmidt, from Bremen to New York
leaves but very little hope of thelr safety. Of
the two vessels, there {8 less confidence felt in
the appearance of the latier than of the former,
The Smidt 1 said to be a glow saller, but the
winds have been blowing from the east, which s
the theory held for the non-appearance of the
City of Boston at Liverpool. Easterly winde
would thus be adverse to the latter, but wounld
be just the oues to bring the Smidt into port,
Destructlon by iceberge is the most general
belief in connection with these steamers, but
the chance that thelr non-appearance I8 owing
to other causes is just as great,

A heavy steamer, with dizabled machinery,
would have but little cbhance of surviving if
¢nnght In one of those tegrible storms that In-
variably prevail on the Atlantic in winter. Wit-
pess the President aud San Frauncleco, snd
olhers, American and foreign. Sleamers are
rarely provided with ¢nough spare sails to meet
such a contingency, and the City of Boston is
suid to have been badly fitted outin this respect.
Good seamanship is but of little avall under
such circumstances, A disposition has been
shown by some newspapers to blame the captain
of the Clty of Boston for his preference for the
northern ronte. as the chances of meeting ice-
bergs are thus greatly inereased. Captain Hal-
crow Is pot singular in this preference—all the
European slentners take this route—
und bhad Lo generally | preferred f
more southerly and longer one,
these same papers wonld probably have been
the first to complain of his lengthened passages.
None but those who have encountered the hor-
rible winter gales of the Atlantic can thoroughly
realize their power; and if the missing steamers
should never again be heard of, we shall be more
inclined to believe that they have succumbed to
the storm King than to any ether of the many
dangers that constantly attend ocean navigation,
It is now forty days since tha City of Boaton lefL
Halifax, and forty-seven days since the Smide
left Bremen, and the fact that s0 many sleamers
and sulling vessels crossing the same routes, and
many on the lookout for them, have not fallen
in with them, leayes but very lttle hope for their
ultimute safety.

This Court has jurisdiction of this ease, and
itis a proper case for the issuing of a writ of
quo warranto (Commounwealth vs. Arrison, 15
8, and R.127; Bame va, Woelpper, 3 B, and R, 29)
as gettled by the uniform course of declsion an
practice for more than half & century. This
writ was allowed by the Chief Justico, and the
rile to ghow cause s entirely dispensed with
(citing eases).  In these eases motions to quash
were mnde, and in the first the writ was quashed,
whilst in the second the motion to quash the
writ was overruled. Since the case 1n 4 Casey,
which was thirteen years ago, motion to
quash seem to  have fallen into dlsuse,
and the course polnted ont by the nct of the
14th of June, 1556, has been pursned, the de-
fendants oither answerlng, pleading, or demur-
ring to the suggestion flled.  Upon a motion to
quash it must be {or some defect o the sugeres-
tion Itself and not tor any matter outside of it.
Mere defects In the form that can be amended
will not be regadred. All the afidavits and evi-
dence that have been put before us by either
eide must be lnid nside, and we must confine our
attention to the suggeetion alone, The sugges-
tion seems regular in form, and If demurred to
it would teem might hold water. It asserts the
title of the relators, which. if demurred to would
secm to be suflielent.  We do not so decide
now, bul a reasonable doubt, or rather
a reasonable belief, that such might be the case
must oblige us to refuse the motion. We ex-
press no oYhninn whatever upon the merits
which huve beon 8o ably argued by the counsel
on both sides, and confine onrselves to the naked
lezal question arising out of the motion to guash,
The motion to quash the writ of guo warranto
is overruled.

Youn dellhunt&lr
and falsely charged a respectable clsizen with
the high erime of rape u[mu your person, and
having made it you brought him into this court
for trial, and wpon that trial you committed
wilfal, deliberate, and corrupt pcr{'ur}' in order
to conviet him. You did all wyou could
to consign an innocent mun fora long term of
years to the penitentiary, and to blast his repu-
tation for all time. Nor [s this all. I have
judicial knowledge of the fact that you have
made similar charges against several other re-
spectable eitizens, for the purpose of extorting
money, and that in some of these cases you have
been successful.

But Mr. Weimer would not sabmit to your
